The new Central Market, which is 
almost ready for operation, was o; 
to, Press inspection yesterday when 
Me. RR. Todd, Chairman of. tho 
Urban Council, Inspector S, Eccle- 
shall, and Mr. P, ©, Peuster, overseer, 
of the market, acted as guides. The 
inspection of the vast building, which 
has involved on expenditure of near~ 
ly a million dollara and which incor- 
porates o number of Improved {ca- 
tures, took an hour, 


The market Ja probably the Jargest 
ever bullt In Hongkong or China. It 
has three floors and Js built in a wide 
rectangic about o great open space 
which serves asa ventilation and 
Nght well and the floor of which Js 
used as a storage place for the bas- 
kets in which stall holders take.their 
geods to market, Pe 


There are 295 stalls in the bullding. 
Once side of the ground fluor Is do- 
voted to 45 poultry stalls; the other to 
57 fish stalls, The poultry stalls are fit- 
ted with counters so grooved that air 
can pass bencath the poultry ond 
keep it fresh; there ore set-in water 
conveniences and gencrous accu:ne 
modation for storing and showing 
birds, The poultry section containg a 
room specially fitted for the prepara- 
tlon of chicken feed, and a long 
Kling chamber, with coppers: for 
the tcalding of poultry; wherever 
they are needed chopping blocks have 
been Ict Inte the floors to prevent the 
smashing of the concrete, 


Fish Tanks 


At the back of cach fish stall are 
{wo cisterns for the storage of ve 
fish; no small flow of water from a 
clstern above keeps the water In the 
Jower pools acrated, There {5 a trough 
in front of the clsterna for the clenn- 
ing of the fish. The flooring of the 
Innes between the stalls, both here 
and in every: other section, inclines 
from centre to guiters in front of the 
stalls, so that the Janes will remain 
comparatlvely dry, Water is lald on 
to every fish stall, each having a 
sepirate meter, 

There js a special entrance for fish 
supplies In Jubilee Street and one 
for poultry in Queen Victorla Strect, 
Des Veoux Road Is level wilh the 
ground floor of the market. At 
Queen's Road and Queen Victoria 


‘Street, level with the first floor, there 


is a special entrance for lorries with 
goods for the 40 beef and mutton and 
the 62: pork stals on that floor, From 
thls place a staircase for the car- 
riage of fruit and vegetables Icads to 
the third floor, 

A new upper floor feature are res 
fuse chutes to the ground floor, where 
lorries may be backed up to a special 
platform to collect the rubbish, 

The large beef and mutton stalls 
are generously fitted with bars fram 
which meat can be hung, and there 
Is a conercte counter at the front 
of each stall with a small standing 
platform behind. There is a great 
wooden sinb on the top of each coun- 
ter, The pork stalls are similar in 
design, but smaller, 

Two ond a half rows of stalls on 
the second floor are devoted to 
veyetnbles and one and a half rows 
to fruit, The stalls embody a striking 
ly new design. Shelves ‘in pyramid 
form have been built along the sides 
of cach stall, with ‘a raised edge in 
the fruit stalls to prevent fruit from 
rolling -~off.” The--idea-is-~ to -permit- 
buyers free entry Into the centre of 
the stall ond to prevent produce from 
cluttering up the frontage, 


Roof Appointments 


The rvof accommodates office quar- 
fers, which will eventunly house 
portion of the Sanitary Department, 
and living quarters for the market 
officials tnd workers. The ving 
quarters include the homes of the 
market Inspector and the overseer, 
quarters for six Chinese foremen with 
a community kitchen, a dormitory of 
30 bunks for the market cleansing 
coolics, fitted with a mess room, ana 
clothes, chamber, and a special living 
section for meat porters who work 
later than the other coolles. There are 
community shower and _ kitchen 


‘facilities, There is atill a good deal of 


space on the roof, but provision has 
been made for the extension of the 
accommodation there at will. 

There Ix a notable feature in the 
building's lavatory arrangements. 
In addition to urinals throughout the 
building, there Is o special Europcan- 
type women's’ lavatory Installed for 
the convenience of visitors and 
tourtsts, In which-an attendant will 
olways be on duty. The entrance to 
this convenience {5 Inside the build- 
ing. Entrance to a similar conven- 
lence for men fs made from Queen 
Victoria Street. 

Another of the agreeable innova- 
tions in the markct fs a lift inside the 
Des Veoux Road entrance, In addi- 
tlon to the stalls and the rooms al- 
ready mentioned there are perhaps 
two dozen rooms devoted to ‘basket 
stonage, electrical control and ad- 
mintstrotlon, all fitting neatly into 
n design that is a credit to Mr, A, W.

“Mr. Brown said:' & 

When your pr amme — seerclury 
usked me to address-this distinguish- 
ed society to-day, I accepted with 
extreme difidence, 1 told him that 
the only subject I thought I was 
competent to speak on was the life 
In the Clty of London In my young 
days and that I did not’ think the 
experiences of n callow and frelf- 
conscious youth could be of any 
interest to you whatsoever. Further, 
thot of all the types of bores, I con- 
sider the reminiscent bore to be the 
worst, However Rotarlan Mitchell 
ussured me that I was mistaken and 
that as long as I made it amusing 
you were ready to laugh at almost 
anything. 

A problem which often confronted 
parents in those days, us I suppose 
it docs now, on the completion of 
their children’s education was what 
to do with their gons if they had no 
particular inclination’or bent. When 
T left school I had very deelded views 
as to what I did not want to do, 
Indeed I would have been perfectly 
huppy to have done nothing at all. 
That obviously would not do and my 
father having formed a high opinion 
of the accountancy profession asked 
me what I thought of it. I could 
think of no reasonable objection apart 
from the fact that I had never shown 
any. partlculnr Inclination for figures. 

Let me here dispell any illusions 
you may have that an accountant 
must have a mathematical brain. 
Onc can become a_ perfectly com- 
petent_accountant__if one can_ add; 
subtract, multiply and divide, all of 
which I could achieve. : 


Start in Life 


One of my father’s friends, a 
partner in arising: firm of accountants, 
offered to tnke me on probition with 
a view to signing articles -sub- 
sequently, It was agreed that.1 
should start at the very bottom of 
the Indder, and so on a certain morn- 
ing tn September, 1905, I hung up 
my bowler, a 38 9d model, In the 
ueneral office of Messrs D, D. & Co. 
{n the capacity of Junior oMce boy 
to commence the battle of business 
life. I wish I could tell you that 1 
displayed that carly promise which 
has so distinguished the commence- 
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ment of the cureers of so many great 
men. Unfortunately such would be 
far froin the truth. 

As an office boy I was not a suce 
cess. The things I would do with a 
brushful of water and a press copy 
letter ‘book would haye to be scen 
to be belleved. [t was a very con- 
Tusing Ife for a dreamy person like 
myself. There were five partners in 
the firm, and say for example when 
the internal office telephone would 
ringg and a voice would say. “Bring 
me The Times,” and then ring off. 
I could only Joo round helplessly 
and say “Somebody wants The 
Times.” 

The firm was, an important one 
employing over twenty qualified men 
and numerous articled clerks and 
clerks. The senior partner was a 
figure of outstanding brilllance in the 
Clty, and had it not been for his un- 


timely death, the firm would probably 
have become one of the leading firms 
of chartered accountants jin tho 
world. I shall always remember my 
introduction to him. He had just 
returned from America. He hated 
boys and out of mercy they kept me 
from him as long as possible. How- 
ever, the fatal moment arrived when 
both commissionalres and the senior 
oMce boys were out on,crands, and 
‘man’s buzzer sounded. 
Sick with apprehension J stood at 
the door and told him that the other 
members of, the staff were out. 1 
did not Iknow where they were.’ The 
interview concluded by his saying 
“Damn your eyes. Don't stand star- 
Ing-at™ me. Get “oul!” “And as T 
stumbled from the room I heard him 
inquire of the Junior partner, “What 
was that?" : : 


An Articled Clerk 


Having managed to'stay the course 
as an office boy, at the age of 17 1 
Passed the required examination on 
educational subjects. I was asked if 
T would Ilke to be articled. “I said 
“No” without hesitation as I did not 
contemplate with pleasure the 
prospect of having to work for five 
years without , remuncration when 
my friends were making good- money, 
nor of having to swat for one’s 


‘examinations in the evening when 


one’s friends were walking out with 
thelr girls, and trom what I had seen 
of auditing it was unmitigated 
drudgery. However, wiser counsels 
prevailed, my objectlons were over- 
ruled, I discarded the life of an oMce 
boy and blossomed out In the top 
hat and tails of an articled clerk and 
a gentleman. ‘ x 
Incidentally the partner to whom 
T was articled and who undertook to 
be my mentor during my apprentice- 
ship spoke to me on but four ocen- 
sions—once on signing my articles 
the second and third tlmes to con- 
fratulate me on passing. my two 
professional examinations and tho 
last time to bld me good bye on my 
departure for the Far East. 


- The routine of my articled clerk 
wes less strenuous than that of an 
oMce boy. You were supposed to 
arrive at 9.30 but nobody did. There 
is a story of an unpunctual articled 
clerk who on arrival at his office on 
one. occasion at’.9.60 a.m, happened 
to. run into his principal who‘ ad- 
monished him and said:—"Mr, Jones, 
a ought to have been here at 9,30", 
‘Really Sir!" replied the articled 
clerk “What happened.” 


Strict Discipline 


Juniors were alloted ‘to seniors and 
they proceeded to their respective 
audits by different routes,. but with 
ample time for a cup of coffee on 
the way. Tho junior had to ba there 
first with the audit papers, the pocket 
bottle of coloured “ink and clean 
blotting paper all ready. Discipliae 
was,. falrly strict. Certain - things

which they were left, attaching: the 
blame of course to the juniors. They 
posted a notice on the door asking 
users to leuve the Inyatoties in the 
state in which they. hoped to find 
then which rather. misguidedly, they 
singed. Next morning they found to 
their chagrin that one of the juniors 
had written over thelr signatures 
“List of Principal Offenders.”

Used to Go Hungry 


When working up West, I have 
even-been reduced to a bag of sweets 
and the National Gallery. I remem- 
her once when I was consuming a 
poached egg on toast at a Lyons, .an 
old gentleman sat down at the same 
table and rather astonished me by 
saying grace over his meal. 
I had finished he begged me 
to have another portion at his ex- 
pense -because he hod so much 
enjoyed watching me eat the first. ° 


About this time .I came under the 
supervision of the third partner, who 
was to have a tremendous influence 
on my future. He was an ornamental 
individual tall, languid, and im- 
maculately turned out. He was 
known in the City as "Gawd ' und his 
vreat friend as “Lord Gawd.”

“PENNY _ POSTAGE”— 
CABLE VERSION 


IS A happy coincidence that 
the announcement of the new 
cheap rate for social cablegrams 
to all parts of the Empire except- 
ing, Canada and India occurs on 


-[the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 


completion of the Eastern Exten- 
sion cable between Aden and 
Hongkong. 

A reference to the “Telegraph” 
files of 1914 shows that this cable, 
which was laid by the cable-ship 
Colonia, was spliced on April 23, 
1914, at a point 260 miles south 
of the Colony, thus permitting 
direct cable communication be- 
tween this Colony and Aden (and 
thus England) the first time. 

It is no far cry to tho time 
when cable costs were s0 exorbi- 
tant. that their. use_was.for_the 
moneyed few and commercial 
firms, To-day, thanks to Ed- 
ward Wilshaw, one of the 
world’s greatest authorities: on 
international communications, the 
Cable & Wireless Ltd. intra- 
Empire servico has become in 
effect a ‘pdnny-postage” cablo 
scheme for tho masses. 

Many of the reductions in cable 
tolls In the past eighteen months 
havo been astounding. The latest 
reduction, effective on May, per- 
mits overy exile in this Colony, 
whatever his or her means, to use 
the world’s greatest communica- 
tions service at a cost that is but 
four times greater than the inland 
telegraphic service in England; 
that compares favourably, indeed, 
with the trans-Continental. tele- 
graph services dn the United 
States.: With the. promise of 
radio - telephonic development, 
linking Hongkong with over 90 
per cent, of tho ‘world’s sub- 
scribers, residents of this Colony 
haye Indeed much to thank -tho 
genius who has made it possible.

SEIZURE: | 

CREW IN | 
HONGKONG | 


The Captain ond crew of the 
Douglas Company's steamer Sagres, 
which was selzed by the Jopanese 
over 4 fortnight ago and Is at present 
held in a port between Amoy and 
Swatow, arrived in Hongitong by the 
Canton Maru yesterday. They gave 
no direct account of the obstruction 
of the Sagres, but a. statement was 
later Issucd by Mr, 8. T. Williamson, 
Manager of the Douglas Steamship 
Company Ltd, with the cognisance 
of the Hongkong Naval Authoritics, 


The statement Is as follows: 

“The oMfcers and crew of the ss, 
Sagres returned this afternoon from 
the Pescadores in the Japanese ship, 
Canton Maru. 

"Before leaving the Pescadores the 
Master was Informed that the Sagres 
had been detaincd for further 
examination by the Japancse authorl- 
tices and that her part-cargo of 80 
tons of salt would be confiscated. 
Both officers and men, during their 
14 days’ detention at the Pescadores, 
were repeatedly examindd by the 
Japanese authorities as to the bona 
fides of the ship, her cargo, and ports 
of call, 

“There can be no doubt as‘ to the 
right of the ship to fly the Red 
Enslgn or of the correctness of her 
trading. . : 

“It will be recalled that H.M.S, 
Thracian was sent from Swatow to 
Investigate when the news of a 
threst of selzure waa received. 
HLM.S. Thracian found the Sagres in 
the hands of a prize crew and under 
Naval escort. Although strong pro- 
test was made by the Thractan's 
Commanding Officer to the Japanese 
destroyer Commander the right to 
bonrd the Sagres was refused. 

“Since the selzure of the Sagres 
energetic action hag been taken with 
the Japanese Navol Authorities and 
the matter has been referred to the 
Forelyn OMce. The result of these 
protests {s not yet known, but in view 
of the unwarranted detention of the 
vessel further action will be required 
to effect the release of the vessel, 
‘*The owners and the Douglas 
}Steamship Company, Ltd., who are 
;the charterers, have fully satisfed 
the authorities ns to the bona fides 
of the Sagres,” ,

While not 
knowing the real season for this rule 
it docs seem to me on the face of it 
rather“hard ‘for’ the older schoolboys 
who, because of their age, are barred 
from particlpating in a meeting to 
which so many of them have been 
looking forward. This rule,-which is 
belng strictly enforced thie’ “year, 
should not affect British, Portuguese 
or local Indian boys very ‘much, I 
should Imagine; but Chinesa : boys, 
who usually g0 to English. schools 
rather Jate In Nfe, will find thig rute 
irksome. For them, {t would seem 
rather unfalr; through no fault of 
their own, they now have to sit on 
the side-lines and watch whereas 
they should be competing. Why 
should this state of affairs exist? 
The meeting {s organised for schools 
in the Colony and, strictly speaking, 
each and every schoolboy should be 
entitled to participate, If there must 
ein age Umit, why not Hft it to 
21?)

MONG the matters discussed at 
the mecting of the Football 
Association Council In England on 
March 27 was the Law on Obstruction 
and a proposal of the Rules Reviston 
Committee wag adopted: That the 
word “deliberately” be deleted from 
Law Seven in the following clause;

CABLE VERSION 


7 IS A happy coineldence that 

the announcement of the new 
cheap rate for social cablegrams 
to all parts of the Empire except- 
ing Canada and India occurs on 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
completion of the Eastern Exten- 
sion cable between Aden and 
Hongkong. . at 

A reference to the “Telegraph” 
files of 1914 shows that this cable, 
which was: laid by the cable-ship 
Colonix, was spliced on Apri] 23, 
1914, at a point 260 miles south 
of the Colony, thus. permitting 
direct cable communication be- 
tween this Colony and Aden (and 
thus England) the first time. 

It is no far cry to the time 
when_cable_costs..vere go_exorbi-, 
tant that their use was for the 
moneyed few and commercial 
firms. ‘To-day,-. thanks to Ed- 
ward Wishaw, one of the 
world’s greatest authorities on 
international communications, the 
Cablo & , Wireless Ltd. intra- 
Empire service has become in 
effect a ‘tpenny-postage’ cable 
scheme for tho masses. 

Many of the reductions in cable 
tolls in the past eighteen months 
have been astounding. The latest 
reduction, effective on May, per- 
mits every exile in this Colony, 
whatever his or her means, to use 
the world’s greatest communica- 
tions service at a cost that is but 
four times greater than the inland 
telegraphic service in England;- 
that compares favourably, indeed, 
with the trans-Continental tele- 
graph services jin the United 
States.

The Captain .and crew of the 
Douglns Company's steamer Sagres, 
which swas selzed by the Japanese 
over a fortnight ago and is at present 
held in a port between Amoy and 
Swatow, arrived in Hongkong by the 
Canton Maru yeuterday, They gave 
no direct account of the obstruction 
of the Sagres, but a statement was 
Inter issued by Mr. 'S, 1. Williamson, 
Manager of the Dougins Steamship 
Ltd, with the comnisance 


of the Hongkong Naval Authorities. 


The stntement {is as follows: 

“The officers and crew of the s.s.

Japanese authoritics of the motor- 
car uceident on Broadway Road: in 
which Dr. Bertram Lillie was killed.

Seamon: Igarashi! stepped on the 
running board, shouting to Mr, Lillie 
to stop, while Mrs. Lillie seated be- 
side her husband was. also‘ said to 
have shouted. 

Mr, Lillie did not heed and drove 
in a zigezag course and crashed 
headlong into the moving bus after 
careening: more than 500 metres. 

Regarding the alleged altercation 
When a Japanese officer was charged 
with having struck Mr. A. H. Sam- 
son, Assistant Commissioner of the 
S.M.P., in the General Hospital, the 
ed.

Expected To Have 
Vital Effect 


CHUNGKING, 
Apr. 26. 
- THE general belief exists 


here that continued peace in. 


Europe will possibly bring! 
an earlier settlement of the 
Sino-Japanese conflict.- 
Most quarters express the 
belicf that Britain’s strenuous 
efforts to maintain European 
peace are based on the hope that 
this would leave their hands free 
for mediation or possible inter- 
vention in the Far East. 


NO WAR THIS YEAR 

There Is a general belief here that 
there wiH be no war in Europe this 
year, principally because Hitler js 
not sure of full support from the 
German people, and without this 
support he could not Issue a military 
challenge. Also, although Britain 
and France have indicated that they 
are ready to fight further aggression, 
they are still appealing to Hitler for 
peaceful negotiations, 

One Chinese oMficlal to-day sald, 
“The tension of the past few weeks 
cannot continue, and peace or war 
depends entirely on Italy and Ger- 
many, as Britain and France will 
surely fight further aggression.” 

“If there is no war in Europe, then 
Britain and France will be able to 
concentrate their attention on the 
Far East. : 

“If there is a war and the demo- 
cracies win, they will demund o 
showdown In the Far East. 

“The recent alignment of Yugo- 
Slavia with the Rome-Berlin axis 
scems to give the  tofalitarians 
greater success_in the olignment-of 
their forces, but America holds the 
balance of power.” 

He said .President Roosevelt's 
message to Hitler was a “gesture’ 
permitting Britain to sit on the sidc- 
Ines and study reactions and also to 
time her future actions to fit in with 
Hitler’s reply on Friday, 

This enables Britaln to keep the 
upper hand Jn Europe, whereas it 
would have merely meant “querul- 
ous questioning” If Britnin had sent 
a similar message to Hitler, !
